St.  Matthews  Church, 
Augusta,  Ga.,  November  7,  1906. 
The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  met  in 
its  Eighty-second  Annual  Convention  at  the  time  and  place 
above  mentioned  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  The  altar  service  with 
Confession  and  Absolution  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Jas.  D. 
Kinard.  The  synodical  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  W.

business  of  great  importance.  A  due  sense  of  our  responsibility 
should  admonish  us  to  earnestly  seek  before  the  throne  of  grace 
the  blessing  and  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

I  desire  to  submit,  for  your  consideration,  the  following  report 
of  my  official  acts: 


November  24,  1905,  Rev.  C.  E.  Weltner  notified  me  that  he  had 
resigned  as  pastor  of  St.  Matthew's,  Augusta,  Ga.,  the  same  to 
lake  effect  not  later  than  March  1,  1906. 

December  29,  1905,  Rev.  J.  P.  Miller  informed  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  Orangeburg  church,  the  resignation  to  take  effect 
March  1,  1906. 

Rev.  V.  C.  Ridenhour  informed  me,  September  11,  1906,  that  he 
liad  resigned  as  pastor  of  the  St.  Michael's  pastorate,  the  same  to 
go  into  effect  September  9,  1906. 

On  October  15,  1906,  Rev.  W.  L.  Seabrook  informed  me  that  he 
had  tendered  his  resignation  as  pastor  of  the  Church  of  the  Re- 
deemer, Newberry,  S.  C,  the  same  to  take  effect  not  later  than 
February  1,  1907.

September  25,  1&06,  Rev.  S.  L.  Nease  was  transferred  to  the 
Synod  of  Georgia  and  Adjacent  States. 

October  31.  1906,  Rev.  V.  C.  Ridenhour  was  dismissed  to  the 
Holston  Synod. 

Calls  Accepted. 

November  24,  1905,  Rev.  C.  E.  Weltner  informed  me  that  he 
had  accepted  a  call  extended  him  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Missions,  to  become  pastor  of  St.  Luke's  Church  dolumbia,  S.  C, 
and  that  he  would  enter  upon  the  work  not  later  than  March  1, 
1906. 

December  19,  1905,  brother  Julian  B.  Harmon  notified  me  that 
he  had  accepted  a  call  to  the  St.  Mark's  pastorate,  conditioned 
upon  the  completion  of  his  course  in  the  Theological  Seminary  in 
May,  1906,  and  his  ordination  at  this  Synodical  convention.  He  has 
been  serving  that  charge  as  supply  pastor  since  January  1,  1906. 

January  31,  1906,  Rev.  J.  B.  Derrick  informed  me  that  he  had 
accepted  a  call  to  Holy  Trinity  church,  Augusta,  Ga.,  and  would 
enter  upon  the  work  March  1,  1906. 

March  31,  1906,  Rev.  C.  J.  Sox  notified  me  that  he  had  accept- 
ed a  call  to  the  Mt.  Pleasant  pastorate,  Saluda,  and  that  he  would 
take  charge  April  S,  1906. 

On  July  31,  1906,  Rev.  William  J.  Finck  Informed  me  that  he 
had  accepted  a  call  to  the  St.  Matthew's  church,  Augusta,  Ga., 
and  that  he  had  entered  regularly  upon  the  work  as  pastor,  June 
10,  1906. 

October  4,  1906,  I  was  informed  by  Rev.  J.  C.  Dietz,  that  he 
had  accepted  a  call  to  the  church  at  Orangeburg,  S.  C,  and  that 
be  began  work  October  1,  1906.

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Installations. 

November  19,  1905,  Rev.  M.  0.  J.  Kreps  was  installed  as  pas- 
tor of  Grace  parish  by  Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer  and  Rev.  W.  H. 
Greever,  who  were  properly  appointed.  Dr.  Scherer  delivered  the 
charge  to  the  congregation  and  Rev.  Greever  the  charge  to  the 
pastor. 

December  10,  1905,  Rev.  A.  J.  Bowers,  D.  D.,  by  appointment, 
installed  Rev.  J.  B.  Haigler,  pastor  of  the  Bethel  pastorate.  Dr. 
Bowers  delivered  the  charge  to  both  pastor  and  people. 

January  28,  1906,  Rev.  J.  C.  Wessinger  was  installed  in  Bachman 
Chapel  church,*  by  the  President  of  Synod,  as  pastor  of  the  St. 
Philip's  charge.    The  president  delivered  both  charges. 

April  22,  1906,  Rev.  0.  B.  Shearouse  was  installed  as  pastor  of 
the  Little  Mountain  parish.  The  President  of  Synod  preached 
the  sermon  and  conducted  the  installation  service. 

The  installation  of  Rev.  William  J.  Finck,  pastor  of  this  church, 
will  take  place  on  next  Sunday,  November  11,  and,  by  proper  ap- 
pointment, Rev.  C.  E.  Weltner  will  deliver  the  charge  to  the  con- 
gregation, and  Rev.  J.  W.  Horine  will  deliver  the  charge  to  the 
pastor. 

Supplies. 

At  the  request  of  both  the  congregation  and  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Missions,  Rev.  A.  J.  Bowers  has  supplied  during 
this  year  Mayer  Memorial  church,  Newberry,  S.  C,  and  theologi- 
cal student,  J.  W.  Oxner,  supplied  most  acceptably,  the  congrega- 
tion at  Graniteville,  S.  C,  during  his  vacation. 

Dedication,  and  New  Church  Building. 

The  congregation  at  Graniteville,  S.  C,  after  selling  their  old 
church  and  lot,  built  a  very  attractive  church  on  a  more  desira- 
zle  location.  This  new  church  was  completed  last  June,  and  oi» 
the  27th  of  that  month,  it  was  dedicated.  By  proper  appointment, 
Rev.  Z.  W?.  Bedenbaugh  delivered  the  sermon  and  conducted  the 
consecration  service. 

A  new  and  neatly  furnished  Church  at  Fairfax,  S.  C,  was  dedi- 
cated on  September  30,  1906,  by  Rev.  P.  E.  Monroe.  Rev.  J.  D. 
Kinard  preached  the  consecration  sermon. 

On  the  same  date  and  at  the  same  place,  the  Fairfax  congrega- 
tion was  organized,  with  20  members.  This  congregation  has  form- 
ally applied  for  reception  into  this  Synod  at  this  convention.  Rev. 
P.  E.  Monroe  is  the  pastor. 
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Conference  Reports. 

Reports  from  the  Central (  as  part  of  the  Joint  Conference), 
Orangeburg  and  Newberry  Conferences  have  been  received,  and 
they  are  herewith  held  for  refenence  to  the  proper  committee. 

Newberry  College. 

The  continued  growth  and  development  of  this  child  of  our 
Synod  give  us  increased  joy  and  gratitude.  At  recent  opening, 
September  26,  225  students  were  enrolled.  The  semi-centennial  of 
the  College,  celebrated  during  the  commencement  exercises  last 
June,  was  a  memorable  event  in  its  history.  The  present  very 
gratifying  prosperity  and  future  promise  of  this  institution,  are 
due,  in  no  small  degree,  to  the  ardor  and  ability  of  its  President, 
Rev.  J.  A.  B.  Scherer.  His  recent  efforts  and  success  attained  in 
increasing  the  College  endowment  so  materially  ($26,000)  are  de- 
serving of  the  deep  gratitude  and  appreciation  of  the  whole 
church.  His  earnest  desire  and  utiring  labors  to  still  increase  the 
endowment  so  that  the  total  shall  be  one  hundred  and  ten  thous- 
and dollars  ($110,000)  should  receive  the  very  substantial  sym- 
pathy and  cooperation  of  every  Lutheran  and  friend  within  the" 
bounds  of  and  adjacent  to  our  Synodical  territory.  We  request 
that  you  set  apart  Thursday  afternoon  and  evening  of  this  con- 
vention week  in  order  that  this  time  may  be  given  to  the  interest 
of  Newberry  College. 

Theological  Seminary. 

This  "school  of  the  prophets like  Newberry  College,  is  very 
close  to  the  harts  of  our  people.  The  work  that  is  being  done  by 
the  able  instructors  in  this  school  is  most  pleasing  and  gratifying 
to  this  Synod.  But  this  institution  still  needs — it  needs  especially 
a  larger  number  of  students.  Let  us  earnestly  pray  to  the  "Lord 
of  the  harvest"  that  there  may  be  a  larger  number  of  young  men 
who  will  bless  the  Church  of  Christ  by  giving  themselves  to  the 
grand  and  glorious  work  of  the  gospel  ministry. 

Orphan  Home. 

This  institution  of  our  southern  church,  under  its  present  man- 
agement,  seems  to  be  in  a  most  pleasing  condition.  It  is  also  very 
gratifying  to  note  that  only  about  $3000  of  the  indebtedness  of  the 
Home  remains  unprovided  for.  I  have  been  informed  that  this 
Synod  is  considerably  in  arrear  in  the  payment  of  the  amount 
expected  on  the  Home's  indebtedness.    It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all 
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our  congregations  will  do  their  full  duty  in  this  very  important 
work.   Loyalty  to  the  church  of  God  requires  this. 

Lutheran  Church  Visitor. 

No  single  agency  or  helper  known  to  us,  except  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, enters  so  many  homes  and  does  so  much  good  through- 
out our  southern  Lutheran  territory,  as  this  most  efficient  church 
paper.  How  grateful  we  should  be  for  its  blessed  helpful  influ- 
ence !  Action  was  taken  at  the  late  meeting  of  the  United  Synod 
Avhereby  the  Church  is  to  become  the  owner  of  this  most  valu- 
able church  organ.  It  is  most  earnestly  hoped  that  such  atten~ 
tion  and  consideration  will  be  given  this  matter  during  this  con- 
vention, as  will  assure  this  Synod's  full  and  hearty  cooperation 
in  bringing  to  pass  this  most  desirable  result. 

United  Synod. 

Among  the  best  and  most  inspiring  conventions  ever  held  by 
this  body,  was  the  cne  which  met  at  Dallas,  N.  C,  in  the  Church 
of  The  Holy  Communion,  10-15  of  last  July.  In  many  respects 
this  was  a  most  remarkable  convention.  The  chairman  of  your 
delegation  will  make  a  full  report  at  the  proper  time. 

Miscellaneous. 

According  to  your  instructions  at  last  convention,  see  Minutes, 
page  36,  item  2,  two  thousand  dollars  ($2000)  of  the  Synod's 
outstanding  indebtedness  were  funded  at  five  per  cent,  interest. 

Brother  Julian  B.  Harman,  having  completed  the  full  course  in 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  and  having  received  a 
call  to  a  parish,  has  made  application  for  ordination  during  this 
convention. 

Recommendations. 

1.  That  action  be  taken  during  this  convention  looking  towards 
the  employment  by  this  body  of  a  "Missionary  Superintendent" 
who  shall  be  Chairman  of  onr  Executive  Committee  of  Missions; 
who  shall  have  under  his  special  care  all  of  the  mission  stations  of 
the  Synod;  and  who  shall  be  general  field  missionary  within  our 
Synodical  territory. 

2.  That  the  resolution  passed  at  last  convention,  Minute  page

3.  That  our  congregations  be  requested  and  urged  to  send  to 
our  Synodical  treasurer  at  the  first  of  the  incoming  Synodical 
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year,  as  much  of  their  Synodieal  apportionment  as  possible,  and 
that  they  continue  to  do  so  at  regular  periods,  say,  monthly  or 
quarterly,  until  all  is  forwarded,  in  order  that  the  financial  opera- 
tions of  the  Synod  may  be  conducted  strictly  on  a  cash  basis. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  grateful  for  the  honor  conferred  on  me, 
first  at  Orangeburg  and  repeated  at  St.  Paul's,  and  grateful  for 
your  patience  and  forbearance  which  you  have  shown  me  as  your 
President,  I  return  to  you  the  office  which  I  have  filled  in  such 
great  weakness,  praying  God's  grace  and  blessing  upon  us  as  we 
take  up  the  work  of  our  blessed  Lord  and  Master  which  is  now 
before  us.

REPORT    OF    EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE    AND  ADVISORY 
BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  and  Advisory  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions held  its  first  meeting  after  the  last  convention  of  the  South 
Carolina  Synod  at  Prosperity,  November  17,  1905,  and  elected  Rev. 
W.  L.  Seabrook,  chairman,  Rev.  Z.  W.  Bedenbaugh,  vice-chair- 
man, Mr.  W.  P.  Houseal,  secretary  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Kohn,  treasur- 
er 

2.  Appropriations  were  granted  to  the  following  missions  of  the 
Synod  at  the  following  rates  per  annum:

3.  At  the  St.  Lukes,  in  the  Mill  District  of  Columbia,  the  ar- 
rangement whereby  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer  served  the  mission  from  his 
home  was  terminated  December  1,  1905,  and  Rev.  C.  E.  Weltner 
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called  to  become  the  resident  pastor.  Rev.  Mr.  Weltner  accepted 
the  called  to  take  effect  March  1. 

It  was  found  that  no  suitable  house  could  be  provided  for  his 
residence  by  the  Mill  authorities,  although  they  were  anxious  to 
give  us  the  very  best  they  could.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  the 
importance  of  the  work,  the  managers  of  the  mills  for  the  con- 
sideration of  $500.00  deeded  to  the  Synod  a  house  and  lot  adjoin- 
ing the  church  property.  The  cost  of  the  property  and  remodelling 
the  dwelling-  was  $1275.00. 

Rev.  Mr.  Weltner  accepted  the  call  with  the  understanding 
that  he  would  canvass  the  churches  and  procure  this  amount,  and 
the  additional  sum  of  $250  yet  owing  on  the  church. 

Learning  of  this  fact,  and  believing  that  it  would  be  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  work  and  of  Mr.  Weltner,  if  he  were  not  required 
to  make  this  canvass  immediately,  with  generosity  unsurpassed, 
Mr.  Henry  Roese,  a  member  of  St.  Matthews,  Augusta,  offered 
to  lend  the  committee  the  sum  of  $1200.00.  to  be  used  in  the  pur- 
chase and  remodelling  of  the  property  as  the  parsonage  of  St. 
Lukes,  upon  the  terms  set  out  in  the  evidence  of  said  indebted- 
ness herewith  submitted,  as  explanatory  of  this  action.  His  gen- 
erous offer  was  accepted  as  therein  set  forth. 

Rev.  Mr.  Weltner  has  made  a  limited  canvass  and  has  secured 
of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $300,  to  be  applied  in  liquidation  of  this 
indebtedness  to  Mr.  Roese. 

The  Synod  therfore  now  owns  a  church  and  parsonage  in  the 
Olympia  Mill  District,  Columbia,  that  could  not  be  built  today 
for  less  than  $6000.00  together  with  the  land  upon  which  they  are 
erected. 

4.  Graniteville.  During  the  most  of  the  year  our  faithful  peo- 
ple have  been  without  a  regular  pastor.  During  the  summer  vaca- 
tion Mr.  J.  W.  Oxner  of  the  Theological  Seminary  served  this  con- 
gregation most  efficiently,  winning  the  love  of  the  community  and 
their  regret  that  he  could  not  continue  to  serve  them.  Our  Au- 
gusta pastors  and  other  brethren  of  the  Synod  have  cooperated 
in  supplying  the  pulpit.  The  site  of  the  church  has  been  changed. 
A  new  and  attractive  church  has  been  erected,  and  together  with 
its  furniture  has  been  entirely  paid  for  by  the  devoted  member- 
ship. With  proper  support  and  a  resident  pastor  the  outlook  in 
our  work  in  the  Horse  Creek  Valley  is  most  promising.  Granite- 
ville lies  in  the  heart  of  this  territory,  with  members  of  our 
church  all  along  the  line  of  the  trolly  road  running  from  Augusta 
to  Aiken. 

5.  Dr.  A.  J.  Bowers  has  served  most  faithfully  our  congrega- 
tion of  the  Mayer  Memorial  during  the  year,  and  has  also  cared 
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for  the  Lutherans  of  the  Mollohon  Mill  district  of  Newberry.  The 
congregation  has  been  developed  in  everyway.  A  tower  and  bell 
has  been  added  to  the  church  building. 

6.  Spartanburg  and  Greenwood.  At  Spartanburg  the  lot  upon 
which  our  church  is  to  be  erected  has  been  fully  paid  for.  Plans 
have  been  adopted  for  the  church  edifice.  The  Board  of  Mis- 
sions of  the  United  Synod  has  pledged  its  cooperation,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  hearts  of  the  faithful  misisonary  and  his 
people  may  soon  have  the  encouragement  of  seeing  the  work  of 
building  begun.  Services  have  also  been  regularly  held  at  Green- 
wood. 

7.  Florence.  This  point  has  been  cared  for  by  the  pastor  of  our 
church  at  Sumter,  The  faithfulness  of  his  labors  and  his  success 
in  the  work  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  an  earnest  body  of  Lu- 
therans has  rallied  round  him,  and  that  a  church  building  is  now 
in  process  of  construction. 

8.  Of  the  work  of  our  pastors  at  Orange  Chapel,  Saluda,  St. 
Philips,  and  St.  Marks,  your  committee  has  no  special  report  to 
make  other  than  to  say  that  they  with  all,  who  have  already 
been  named  have  rendered  loyal,  earnest  and  faithful  service. 

Recommendations. 

We  recommend  that  the  Synod  approve  the  acts  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

We  recommend  that  the  Synod  appropriate  for  the  work  of  the 
Executive  Committee  the  sum  the  Two  thousand  dollars,  inclusive 
of  the  amount  received  from  the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  and  the  Children's  Missionary  Societies.

Reports  on  the  State  of  Religion  in  the  various  churches 
were  made  and  these  with  parochial  reports  were  handed  to 
proper  committees. 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  J.  B.  Derrick  be  authorized  to  inform  the 
Evening'  Herald  that  this  Synod  has  had  no  knowledge  of  the 
presence  of  its  reporter,  and  that  we  will  gladly  furnish  any  items 
of  information  as  to  our  work  desired,  and  will  appreciate  what- 
ever it  may  publish  in  the  interest  of  our  cause. 

It  was  moved  to  amend  our  Constitution  by  striking  out 
Article  13,  page  14. 

The  hour  for  special  order  having  arrived  the  Rev.  W.  L. 
Seabrook  addressed  the  Synod  on  the  Publication  Cause. 

By  motion  Revs.  W.  H.  Greever  and  C.  A.  Freed  were  in- 
vited and  addressed  the  Synod  on  same  subject. 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  have  heard  with  profound  and  increasing 
interest  the  statement  and  appeals  of  Bros.  Seabrook,  Greever  and 
Freed  in  behalf  of  the  Lutheran  Church  Visitor. 

2.  That  we  have  been  deeply  stirred  by  the  enthusiasm  of  these 
brethren  and  do  heartily  agree  with  them  that  the  publication  and 
circulation  of  a  church  paper  amongst  our  members  is  of  the 
last  importance  to  the  welfare  and  life  of  our  church. 

3.  That  we  hereby  put  on  record  our  high  appreciation  of  their 
self-sacrificing  and  tireless  efforts,  private  and  public,  for  the 
continuation,  improvement  and  establishment  of  the  Church  Vis- 
itor and 

4.  That  we  the  pastors  and  lay  delegates  of  this  Synod  will 
earnestly  seek  in  every  possible  way  to  extend  the  circulation  of 
the  paper  and  will  do  all  we  can  to  further  the  endeavors  of 
those  who  are  anxious  to  make  it  worthy  of  the  high  place  it 
occupies  as  one  'of  the  essential  servants  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  South.

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FOURTH  SESSION. 

Thursday,  November  8,  3.30  P.  M. 
Synod  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Chas.  Koerner. 
This  was  adopted  : 

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEE'S  OF  NEWBERRY  COL- 
LEGE. 

The  friends  of  the  College  have  still  further  reasons  for  rejoic- 
ing over  the  success  of  their  much  loved  institution.  The  last  ses- 
sion which  closed  in  June  «of  this  year  was  the  most  successful  one 
in  the  fifty  years  of  her  existence,  but  the  present  session  al- 
ready gives  promise  of  eclipsing  that  one  in  some  very  important 
respects. 

The  current  session  opened  September  26,  with  212  students,  a 
larger  number  than  has  ever  before  been  enrolled  for  an  entire 
session. 

President  Scherer  informs  us  that  the  students  are  showing  an 
unusual  amount  of  earnestness  in  application  largely  due  as  he 
thinks,  to  the  wise  action  of  the  Board  in  amending  the  curri- 
culum and  certain  features  pertaining  thereto. 

Our  patrons,  he  writes,  have  also  shown  a  commendable  prompt- 
nees  in  meeting  their  college  obligations  this  fall.  There  are  ten 
young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry;  three  being  in  the  senior 
class.  Christian  work  among  the  students  is  in  an  unusually 
wholesome  condition.  The  engineering  building  is  practically 
completed. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  $36,275.0(0  has  been  collected 
for  the  College,  of  which  all  but  $10,000  (invested  in  the  engineer- 
ing building)  is  bearing  interest  as  a  part  of  the  endowment  fund. 

In  this  connection  we  urge  upon  Synod  the  extreme  import- 
ance of  increasing  this  new  endowment  fund  to  the  extent  of  $50,- 
000,  so  that  we  may  receive  the  $25,000  additional  promised  by 
Dr.  Pearsons,  when  that  sum  shall  have  been  reached. 

It  is  a  fact,  that  should  not  be  overlooked  for  f  moment,  that 
Newberry  College  has  never  before  had  such  an  opportunity,  and 
in  all  probability  will  never  again  have  another  if  her  friends  do 
not  embrace  this  one. 

Now  is  the  time  for  active  and  thorough  work  on  this  line,  and 
surely  all  who  can  Avill  put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel  and  push 
this  matter  to  a  successful  termination.  Let  us  remember  that 
July  7th,  1907,  is  the  limit  fixed  for  us  to  raise  the  required 
amount. 
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Dr.  Scherer  has  thrown  his  whole  soul  in  building  up  and  en- 
dowing Newberry  College ;  and  he  has  already  been  eminently  suc- 
cessful in  all  that  he  has  undertaken.  Let  the  Synod  now  more 
firmly  than  ever  before  take  its  stand  by  his  side  and  there  hold- 
ing up  his  hands,  and  giving  him  words  of  cheer,  and  rendering 
deeds  of  substantial  financial  aid  the  church  will  be  made  to 
sing  with  joy  in  her  work  of  christian  education,  as  the  college 
will  then  be  in  possession  of  a  property,  all  paid  for,  richly 
worth  $100,000  and  an  endowment  fund  reaching  beyond  that 
amount. 

The  proposition  is  not  only  possible,  but  feasible,  and  compara- 
tively easy  with  a  united  church  to  make  it  a  reality. 

It  is  known  to  the  church  that  Dr.  E.  B.  Setzler  resigned  the 
chair  of  English  and  that  Dr.  G.  W.  Hauschild  has  been  elected 
to  fill  said  position.  He  has  entered  upon  his  work  and  the  out- 
look is  encouraging. 

The  Semi-Centennial  of  the  College  was  celebrated  with  ap- 
propriate exercises  during  last  commencement,  and  was  in  every 
respect  successful. 

The  Synod  is  asked  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $129.00  for  in- 
surance on  College  property,  as  follows: 

For  the  Gymnasium  for  5  years  valued  at  $3000,  $54.00. 

For  the  engineering  building  for  5  years  valued  at  $5000,  $75.00. 

Along  with  this  report  will  be  found  the  reports  of  the  President 
of  the  Faculty  and  treasurer  of  the  College,  which  are  to  be  print- 
ed in  the  minutes  of  Synod.  In  the  same  package  you  will  find 
a  paper  with  the  caption,  "The  Semi-Centennial  Endowment" 
which  on  account  of  the  important  information  contained  therein 
should    also  be  printed  in  your  minutes.

Annual  Report  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty,  June  11,  1906. 

(Board  meeting  in  Holland  Hall  at  half  past  three). 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College: 

Gentlemen :- — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report. 

At  your  last  annual  meeting  you  authorized  the  celebration  of 
this  as  the  semi-centennial  year.  Your  committee,  with  Dr.  O.  B. 
Mayer  as  chairman,  has  cooperated  with  similar  committees  from 
the  Alumni  Association  and  the  Faculty.  I  rejoice  to  report  that, 
through  the  united  efforts  of  the  friends  of  the  college,  this  semi- 
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centennial  year  has  been  marked  in  a  manner  befitting-  the  oc- 
casion. 

1.  The  attendance  has  been  the  largest  in. our  history,  having 
reached  and  passed  the  wished-for  goal  of  two  hundred,  classified 
as  follows: 

Post-graduates  20 

Seniors  13 

Juniors   ^ 

Sophomores  42 

Freshmen  ™ 

Preparatory  Department  41 

Total   211 

We  have  been  blessed  with  good  health,  measles  being  the  sever- 
est disorder  from  which  the  students  have  suffered.  They  have 
maintained  their  good  record  for  scholarship  and  gentlemanly  be- 
havior. 

2.  The  Alumni  have  manifested  an  interest  which  worthily 
signalizes  the  semi-centennial  of  their  college.  Their  devotion  has 
embodied  itself  in  the  handsome  Gymnasium  erected  since  your 
last  meeting,  entirely  at  their  expense  and  under  their  watchful 
control.  It  presents  a  remarkable  example  of  economical  building, 
as  you  will  readily  understand  when  informed  that  the  outlay  will 
not  exceed  three  thousand  dollars. 

3.  At  your  last  annual  meeting  you  authorized  a  department  of 
Technology  as  an  experiment,  having  elected  Prof.  C.  H.  Kicklight- 
er  as  director.  The  department  opened  with  the  beginning  of  the 
session,  having  a  high-class  equipment  in  all  of  the  first-year  es- 
sentials, and  a  total  attendance  of  eighteen.  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee fixed  the  tuition  at  forty  dollars  a  year,  with  an  additional 
shop  fee  of  ten  dollars.  The  prospects  point  to  double  the  number 
of  engineering  students  for  next  session.  It  will  therefore  be  evi- 
dent that  the  experiment  has  been  amply  justified. 

4.  The  permanence  of  the  Engineering  Department  would  seem  to 
have  been  guaranteed  by  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie. 
Ten  days  after  the  liberal  proposition  from  Dr.  Pearsons,  which 
will  be  explained  shortly,  Mr.  Carnegie  offered  to  give  ten  thous- 
and dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  Machine  Shop  and  Foundry 
Building  provided  friends  of  the  college  add  an  equal  amount  to 
the  permanent  endowment  fund,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  En- 
gineering Department.  The  Standing  Committee  appointed  a  com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means,  which  secured  Mr.  Carnegie's  offer 
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after  only  five  hours  of  labor.  The  devotion  of  the  people  of  New- 
berry cannot  be  too  warmly  commended;  for  it  was  from  them  that 
the  amount  was  collected.  I  recommend  that  a  formal  vote  of 
thanks  be  conveyed  to  the  people  of  Newberry  and  also  to  Mr.  An- 
drew Carnegie  for  having-  contributed  so  largely  to  the  success  of 
the  semi-centennial.  I  may  add  that  a  site  has  been  chosen  for 
the  new  building,  which  will  be  pushed  to  completion  just  as  rapid- 
ly as  possible. 

5.  I  recommend  that  a  special  vote  of  thanks  be  conveyed  to  Dr. 
Daniel  K.  Pearsons  of  Chicago  for  an  offer  of  $25,000  for  endow- 
ment, realizable  when  twice  that  sum  shall  have  been  given  by 
others,  in  cash  or  good  bankable  notes,  for  the  same  supremely  im- 
portant object.  The  terms  named  by  Dr.  Pearsons,  are  unusually 
liberal,  and  a  substantial  beginning  has  already  been  made  towards 
meeting  the  conditions  imposed.  I  suggest  that  the  Board  give  to 
this  movement  the  aid  of  every  influence  and  agency  within  its 
power.  When  the  Pearsons  conditions  are  fuldy  met,  we  shall  have 
a  new  endowment  fund  of  $75,000,  or  a  total  of  $110,000,  It  is 
significant  that  the  "Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  advancem*1"* 
of  Teaching' '  withholds  the  title  of  "college"  from  institutions 
with  less  than  $200,000  in  endowment,  evidently  because  it  is  be- 
lieved that  such  schools  cannot  usually  do  adequate  work. 

6.  Other  friends  of  the  college  have  generously  aided  with  dona- 
tions none  the  less  noteworthy  or  thankworthy  because  they  repre- 
sent smaller  pecuniary  value.  These  range  all  the  way  from  $1  re- 
ceived last  summer  from  an  anonymous  friend  in  Lexington  to  the 
W.  A.  Houck  Scholarship,  undertaken  by  Mr.  W.  D.  Houck  of  Or- 
angeburg in  memory  of  his  father,  who  in  his  time  was  an  ardent 
friend  of  the  college.  I  should  mention  al^o  the  establishment  of 
a  George  W.  Holland  Philosophy  Medal,  by  C.  J.  Ramage,  Esq., 
and  the  Hon.  A.  F.  Lever.  Other  donations  are  named  in  the  cata- 
logue. 

7.  While  the  receipts  of  the  year  have  been  full,  expenses  have 
been  unusually  heavy — due  largely  to  improvements  necessitated 
by  the  important  occasion  we  celebrate.  It  is  therefore  necessary 
to  make  the  usual  request  for  a  resolution  authorizing  the  Treasur- 
er to  borrow  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  close  up  accounts 
at  the  end  of  the  session,  not  exceeding  $500. 

8.  I  suggest  the  advisability  of  imposing  a  contingent  fee  of 
$5.00  on  all  students  similar  to  that  already  fixed  as  a  shop  fee 
for  the  Engineering  Department.  This  would  cover  losses  by 
breakage  and  provide  a  much  needed  fund  for  repairs  and  minor 
unprorements. 
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9.  If  the  President  of  the  College  is  expected  to  canvass  in  be- 
half of  the  Endowment  Fund,. it  will  become  absolutely  necessary 
to  make  some  arrangements  for  giving  him  assistance  in  teaching. 
Otherwise,  some  other  person  should  be  charged  with  the  chair-' 
manship  of  the  Ways  and  Means  committee  for  meeting  the  Pear- 
sons conditions. 

10.  The  Faculty  recommend  the  following  members  of  the  Senior 
Class  for  graduation  (the  first  honor  having  been  divided  between 
Cabaniss  and  Cannon,  without  distinction).

The  Semi-CentenniaH  Endowment. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  any  college  in  the  country  has  greater 
cause  for  encouragement  at  present  than  Newberry.  We  do  not 
allude  chiefly  to  the  increased  attendance,  by  which  the  enrollment 
for  the  semi-centennial  year  reaches  and  passes  the  goal  of  two 
hundred;  nor  to  the  completion  of  the  handsome  Alumni  Gymnas- 
ium, so  long  desired ;  nor  yet  to  the  fine  records  in  studies,  and  also 
athletics,  important  as  all  of  these  are.  We  refer  especially  to  the 
remarkable  growth  of  a  brand-new  endowment  fund,  because  such 
a  fund  alone  can  guarantee  the  permanent  success  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

On  April  6,  1906,  Dr.  D.  K.  Pearsons,  of  Chicago,  wrote  the  fol- 
lowing letter: 

''President  Scherer:  I  will  give  Newberry  College  $25,000,  for 
perpetual  endowment,  if  the  friends  of  the  college  will  raise  $75,- 
000,  all  of  the  money  to  go  for  sacred  endowment.  I  will  give  you 
one  year  to  get  the  money.  It  must  be  cash,  or  good  bankable 
notes,  bearing  interest. 

"  Truly,  D.  K.  Pearsons." 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  at  once, 
and  sent  President  Scherer  to  confer  with  Dr.  Pearsons  on  the  sub- 
ject of  terms.  Upon  his  return,  he  reported  that  Dr.  Pearsons 
would  modify  his  terms  in  favor  of  the  college,  requiring  that 
$50,000  be  raised  instead  of  $75,000,  and  giving  all  the  time  nec- 
essary. This  concession  was  made  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
numbers  of  colleges  were  clamoring  for  a  three-to-one  proposition, 
such  as  the  first  proposal  made  by  Dr.  Pearsons  to  Newberry.  The 
following  is  a  partial  list  of  the  endowments  this  benefactor  has 
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aided,  the  terms  having  been  met  in  each  case:  Olivet  College, 
'  Mich.,  $25,000  by  Dr.  Pearsons  to  $75,000  by  the  college ;  Beloit 
College,  Wis.,  $50,000  to  $150,000 ;  Drury  College,  Mo.,  $50,000  to 
$150,000 ;  Colorado  College,  $50,000  to  $150,000 ;  Pacific  University, 
$50,000  to  $100,000 ;  Whitman  College,  $50,000  to  $150,000 ;  Berea 
college,  $50,000  to  $150,000 ;  Mt.  Holyoke,  $50,000,  to  $150,000.  -This 
year  he  is  aiding  only  one  school  besides  Newberry — Doane  College, 
Nebraska — which  is  to  receive  $25,000,  on  condition  it  raises  $75,- 
000.  He  made  unusually  liberal  terms  to  Newberry,  because  he  be- 
lieves in  it  and  perceives  that  its  limited  circle  of  friends  have  al- 
ready given  much  to  its  support. 

While  Dr.  Scherer  was  absent,  he  received  the  following  letter 
from  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  dated  ten  days  after  the  other: 

"Dear  Sir:  Responding  to  your  communication  on  behalf  of 
Newberry  College,  Mr.  Carnegie  will  be  glad  to  provide  ten  thous- 
and dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  Machine  Shop  and  Foundry 
Building,  provided  ten  thousand  dollars  new  endowment  is  raised, 
in  cash  or  realizable  securities,  for  maintenance  of  these  depart- 
ments. 

"Respectfully  yours,  Jas.  Bertram, 

"P.  Secretary." 

On  the  return  of  President  Scherer  from  his  journey,  these  mat- 
ters were  laid  before  the  Standing  Committee,  who  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  for  raising  the  funds.  This  com- 
mittee, with  the  President  of  the  college  as  Chairman,  consists  of 
Drs.  O.  B.  Mayer  and  Geo.  B.  Cromer,,  Hon.  Geo.  S.  Mower,  and 
Col.  W.  H.  Hunt.  The  committee  went  to  work  on  the  27th  day  of 
April,  and,  after  five  hours  of  labor,  had  met  Mr.  Carnegie's 
condition  in  full,  and  begun  on  the  remaining  $40,000;  for  the  ten 
thousand  dollars  already  raised  counts  also  on  the  D.  K.  Pearsons' 
fund. 

Naturally,  this  phenomenal  conti'ibution  came  from  the  citizens 
of  Newberry  County,  the  first  $6,000  being  contributed  by  six  men. 
It  fs  doubtful  whether  any  town  of  the  same  size  and  wealth  in 
the  country  has  ever  responded  with  such  ready  liberality  to  the 
claims  of  an  institution  of  learning.  It  speaks  volumes  of  praise 
for  the  town.  Moreover,  it  is  notable  that  fully  half  of  the  contri- 
butions came  from  men  who  were  not  Lutheran,  thus  proving  con- 
clusively the  hold  which  the  college  has  on  the  affections  of  the  en- 
tire community.  The  work  is  being  vigorously  prosecuted,  and 
several  thousand  dollars  additional  have  already  been  raised  to- 
wards meeting  the  Pearsons  conditions. 

But,  when  Newberry  County  shall  have  done  its    utmost,  at 
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least  $30,0p0  will  remain  to  be  raised.  This  means  that  every 
friend  of  the  college  must  give  according  to  his  ability  in  this' 
critical  moment  of  opportunity.  If  we  do  not  respond  to  this 
challenge,  it  will  be  useless  ever  to  seek  again  for  aid  from 
wealthy  benefactors,  who  pattern  their  giving  on  the  axiom  that 
11  Heaven  helps  those  who  help  themselves."  But  if  the  challenge 
is  met,  see  where  the  college  will  stand !  Seventy-five  thousand 
dollars  will  have  been  added  to  the  endowment  fund,  greatly  in- 
creasing the  income,  the  entire  endowment  at  present  being  but 
$35,000.  This  will  mean  improved  facilities  in  every  department, 
and  can  alone  assure  permanency  in  these  days  of  competition 
with  richly  endowed  State  institutions  offering  free  tuition.  In 
addition,  the  Engineering  Department,  which  has  been  success- 
ful beyond  expectation,  will  be  permanently  housed  and  thoroughly 
equipped,  thus  insuring  a  further  income  through  enlarged  attend- 
ance in  that  important  department.  We  urge  every  friend  of  the 
college  to  come  to  our  immediate  assistance  in  meeting  this  great 
opportunity.  If  the  example  of  Newberry  citizens  is  emulated,  the 
Semi-Centennial  Endowment  will  be  raised  within  the  semi-cen- 
tennial year.  Donations  will  be  acknowledged  by  the  President. 
May  3,  1906. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Holland,  D.  D.,  of  North  Carolina  Synod,  Chair- 
man of  Board  of  Missions  of  United  Synod  was  received  as 
advisory  member  of  Synod. 

The  Rev.  S.  W.  Melton,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
and  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Holley  of  Second  Baptist  Church  were  rec- 
ognized with  pleasure  by  Synod. 

The  program  for  Thursday  afternoon  was  then  taken  up. 

First  Subject — What  Newberry  College  has  done  for  the 
Church  in  the  Past — Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer. 

Second  Subject — How  Newberry  College  can  be  made  more 
useful  to  the  Church  in  the  Future — Revs.  C.  A.  Freed  and 
M.  G.  G.  Scherer,  D.  D. 

Synod  adjourned  till  8.15,  after  prayer  by  Rev.  S.  T.  Hall- 
man. 


Thursday,  November  8,  8.15  P.  M. 
Synod  was  opened  with  devotional  service  by  Rev.  A.  J. 
Bowers. 

The  third  Subject  was  taken  up — What  Newberry  College 
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expects  from  the  Church — Revs.  S.  P.  Koon  and  Jas.  A.  B. 
Scherer,  Ph.  D.,  LL.  D. 

The  following  was  adopted. 

Realizing  that  the  continued  growth  and  fullest  possible  develop- 
ment of  the  church  within  our  Synodical  territory  and  adjacent 
to  it,  depend  upon  the  continued  existence  and  strongest  possible 
equipment  of  Newberry  College ;  and  realizing  that  the  opportun- 
ity just  now  presented  to  the  church  to  so  materially  increase  the 
endowment  of  the  college,  is  the  paramount  interest  that  is  now 
before  our  Synod;  Resolved 

1.  That  we  as  a  Synod  and  as  an  individual  pledge  our  most  earn- 
est prayers,  deepest  sympathy  and  most  substantial  cooperation 
to  the  able  and  energetic  president  of  the  college  in  his  desires  and 
efforts  to  raise  $50,000,  additional  endowment  in  order  that  the 
College  may  be  able  to  realize  the  very  generous  offer  of  Dr.  Pear- 
sons. 

2.  That  we  urge  all  our  churches  and  friends  to  extend  similar 
cooperation  in  making  this  most  desirable  result  possible. 

3.  That  we  renew,  with  the  strongest  possible  emphasis,  our 
standing  resolution  that  the  third  Sunday  in  December  be  observ- 
ed as  Newberry  College  day  and  that  the  instructions  given  there- 
with be  carried  out  in  full. 

Synod  adjourned  with  benediction  by  President.

Resolved,  That  Synod  endorsing-  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Newberry  College,  hereby  instruct  the  Secretary  to 
cast  the  vote  of  Synod  for  the  election  of  Dr.  O.  B.  Mayer,  as  treas- 
urer of  the  Semi-Centennial  Endowment  Fund,  under  all  the  rules 
and  resolutions  governing  Synodical  treasurers. 

The  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  of  Synod  as  above  directed. 

This  was  adopted : 
REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SYSTEMATIC  BENEFICENCE. 

In  making'  this  our  first  report  your  committee  do  not  deem  it 
advisable  to  offer  any  recommendations  for  adoption  by  Synod. 

Our  purpose  is  simply  to  offer  some  general  suggestions  that 
may  stimulate  our  pastors  and  churches  to  study  the  Christian 
duty  of  giving,  and  adopt  some  system  by  which  the  offerings  of 
our  churches  may  be  presented  to  the  Lord  at  stated  intervals,  for 
stated  objects,  and  according  to  secure  methods,  that  the  grace  of 
giving  according  as  the  Lord  has  prospered  us,  is  a  Christian 
duty  for  which  every  Christian  will  be  held  responsible  is  clearly 
taught  in  the  word  of  God.  Love  to  God  and  love  to  humanity, 
manifested  by  the  offering  of  some  portion  of  the  gifts  God  be- 
stows upon  us,  is  so  clearly  the  doctrine  of  God's  word,  and  the 
teaching  and  practice  of  the  church,  that  the  duty  to  give,  ac- 
cording to  one's  ability,  is  beyond  controversy.    It  is  the  duty, 
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therefore,  of  every  pastor  and  member  of  the  church  to  accept  this 
doctrine  by  a  living  faith  as  a  part  of  his  Christian  life. 
From  this  follows  the  duty  of  every  pastor  and  church  to  educate, 
to  urge  and  agitate  this  subject,  until  every  Christian  accepts  the 
clear  teaching  of  God's  word.  The  sources  of  information  to 
prove  this  are  so  many  that  the  committee  can  only  recommend 
that  every  Christian  conscientiously  study  this  subject.  We  now 
offer  some  suggestions: 

1.  The  United  Synod  should  adopt  some  plan  by  which  all  the 
general  interests  of  the  church  are  placed  under  the  control  of 
boards.  They  to  arouse  the  church,  give  all  necessary  information, 
fix  days  for  gathering  the  offerings  for  a  special  object,  circulate 
literature,  make  appeals,  recommend  opportionment,  methods  and 
plans.  A  good  model  for  all  this  would  be  the  perfect  organiza- 
tion of  the  benevolent  work  of  the  General  Synod,  which  has  pro- 
duced such  wonderful  results.  The  present  system  of  having  so 
many  objects  before  the  church  at  the  same  time,  conflicting  with 
each  other,  is  irregular,  will  work  harm  and  should  be  displaced 
by  a  regular,  systematic  plan  of  beneficence.,  Such  a  plan  will 
promote  the  grace  of  giving  a  hundred  fold. 

Another  advantage  of  a  systematic  plan  will  be,  that  giving, 
will  in  time,  become  as  much  a  part  of  the  worship  of  God  as 
preaching,  praying,  singing  and  the  administration  of  the  Sacra- 
ments. It  will  then  become  the  unquestioned  routine  and  work 
of  the  church. 

2.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  of  each  Synod  should 
form  a  Synodical  Society.  These  Synodical  Societies  should  form 
a  United  Society  in  connection  with  the  United  Synod.  To  this 
General  Society  the  United  Synod  should  assign  some  special 
work  at  home  and  abroad.  They  should  be  permitted  to  control 
and  direct  all  their  operations  under  the  supervision  of  the  United 
Synod.  They  should  be  permitted  to  retain  all  the  monies  they 
raise  for  the  objects  committed  to  their  care.  All  this  should  be 
done  outside  of  and  in  addition  to  the  apportionments  laid  upon 
the  churches  for  all  objects. 

3.  A  regular  apportionment  should  be  laid  by  the  United  Synod 
and  the  Synods  upon  all  the  churches  for  all  objects.  This  should 
be  per  capita,  and  amount  fixed  should  be  the  minimum  that  each 
member  can  give  with  the  urgent  admonition  that  God  requires 
the  maximum  according  to  ability  from  every  follower  of  Christ 
The  Synod  should  urge  every  pastor  and  church  to  raise  the  op- 
portionment and  should  call  upon  them  to  give  their  excuse  and 
reason  for  failure  to  meet  this  Christian  duty.  When  the  report 
on  systematic  beneficence  is  presented  a  free  and  informal  dis- 
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cussion  of  the  subject  should  be  permitted  by  Synod  to  arouse  in- 
terest and  enthusiasm  in  this  great  means  of  extending  the  Re- 
deemer's Kingdom. 

4.  We  offer,  in  conclusion,  some  methods  and  plans  for  the 
consideration  of  pastors  and  chruches: 

1.  Immediately  after  returning  from  Synod  begin  at  once  to 
plan  for  your  offerings  at  stated  intervals  during  the  whole 
year.  In  this  way  the  people  are  not  burdened  to  raise  a  large 
amount  at  the  end  of  the  year  when  they  are  not  prepared.  With- 
out feeling  it  they  give  on  each  oppointed  day,  during  the  whole 
year,  such  an  amount  that  pastor  and  people  are  astonished  at  the 
amount  thus  raised  for  the  whole  year.  Each  pastor  forwards 
the  offering  as  soon  as  gathered  to  the  treasurer  of  Synod  and 
thus  there  is  flowing  into  the  different  treasuriers  a  stream  of 
money  all  during  the  year  to  meet  all  demands.  Days  should  be 
set  apart  in  the  Sunday  school  to  take  up  offerings  for  benevol- 
ence, so  that  the  future  members  of  the  church  may  be  trained  in 
this  grace. 

2.  The  pastors  should  frequently  preach  upon  the  subject  of 
giving,  circulate  literature,  use  all  matter  furnished  by  boards  or 
Synods,  issue  personal-circulars  of  his  own,  see  that  every  man, 
woman  and  child  is  furnished  with  envelopes  for  all  objects  at 
stated  times  and  give  his  people  all  the  light  and  facts  he  can.He 
should  cooperate  with  all  the  board,  in  all  the  work  of  Synod, 
and  with  all  legitimate  and  approved  ^objects  endorsed  by  the 
United  Synod  or  the  S.  C.  Synod.  He  should  observe  all  the  ap- 
pointed days,  and  select  such  other  days  as  may  be  necessary  for 
special  objects.  All  the  efforts  and  appeals  of  the  pastor  should 
have  the  cordial  and  liberal  cooperation  of  his  church. 

Thus  we  have  outlined  our  suggestions  on  this  important  subject. 
Other  ideas,  methods,  plans,  and  all  else  pertaining  to  this  sub- 
ject will  readily  suggest  themselves.  We  recommend  no  action, 
simply  the  study  of  the  subject. 

Although  this  report  is  long,  it  would  pay  Synod  to  publish  it 
in  the  minutes  of  Synod  for  the  information  of  the  people.  It 
would  also  pay  to  print  several  thousand  copies  to  give  to  every 
one  in  our  churches.  After  the  matter  is  set  up  for  Synod  min- 
utes it  would  not  cost  much  to  print  extra  copies  while  the  results 
would  amply  repay*  all  outlay.

P.  Schumpert,  J.  A.  Sligh,  expressing  their  disappointment  at  not 
being  able  to  be  present  and  requesting  to  be  excused.  We  recom- 
mend that  they  be  excused. 

We,  also  recommend  that  the  following  brethren  be  excused  for 
absence  from  one  or  several  sessions  of  Synod  having  rendered 
excuses  satisfactory  to  your  committee — Revs.  J.  C.  Wessinger,  J. 
G.  Graichen,  W.  B.  Aull,  P.  E.  Monroe,  C.  Koerner  and  Mr.  J.  W. 
Yonce. 

2.  A  communication  from  Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh  agent  of  the  Aged 
and  Disabled  Ministers  Fund,  of  which  fund  he  has  been  treasurer 
during  the  present  Synodical  year,  in  which  he  states,  that  he 
has  been  making  regular  annual  appeals  to  all  congregations  in 
the  interest  of  the  Fund  through  "The  Lutheran  Church  Visitor."

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  THE  UNITED  SYNOD. 

The  United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
South  met  in  its  tenth  regular  convention  in  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  Dallas,  N.  C,  July  10-15,1906. 

The  Synod  of  South  Carolina  was  represented  by  a  full  delega- 
tion. Much  very  impportant  matter  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Synod,  and  much  work  of  a  very  important  nature  was  accomplish- 
ed. In  many  respects,  this  was  a  most  memorable  meeting.  The 
important  subjects  that  engaged  the  special  attention  of  this  body 
were  the  following: 

1.  Missions.  The  attention  that  was  given  this  great  subject  was 
never  before  equaled  in  our  southern  church.  The  whole  day,  in- 
cluding the  evening  hour,  of  Wednesday  was  given  to  the  enthus- 
iastic presentation  of  missions.  Those  who  were  present  and  who 
heard  the  inspiring  addresses  upon  the  various  phases  of  this  sub- 
ject, felt  that  they  were  on  the  mountain  top  of  privilege  and  rich 
blessing.  After  this  most  earnest  discussion,  it  was  resolved  that 
$10,000  be  apportioned  to  the  various  Synods  for  Home  Missions 
and  Church  Extension;  that  $10,000  be  apportioned  to  the  various 

Synods  as  the  amount  needed  annually  for  the  support  of  the 
Mission  in  Japan,  and  that  $25,000  be  raised  for  the  establishment 
of  a  training  school  in  Japan.  These  very  important  matters  de- 
serve the  most  careful  attention  of  this  Synod  at  this  time. 

2.  Much  interest  centered  around  The  Church  Visitor  and  the 
Publication  Cause  of  the  church.  As  these  matters  have  been  most 
carefully  presented  by  others,  they  need  no  further  report  from  us. 

3.  The  Theological  Seminary,  the  Orphan  Home,  and  our  Liter- 
ary Institutions,  received  most  careful  attention. 
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4.  The  spirit  of  unity,  harmony,  great  earnestness,  proper  en- 
thusiasm, and  a  strong*  desire  to  do  the  work  of  the  King,  prevailed 
to  a  marked  degree  throughout  this  entire  convention.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

The  report  is  a  clear  presentation  of  his  official  acts  which  have 
received  careful  attention  and  consideration.  We  recommend  the 
approval  of  them. 

2.  Under  special  recommendations  this  convention  of  Synod  is 
asked  to  take  action  looking  towards  the  employment  by  this  body 
of  a  Missionary  Superintendent  who  shall  be  chairman  of  our 
Executive  Committee  of  Missions ;  who  shall  have  under  his  special 
care  all  of  the  mission  stations  cf  the  Synod ;  and  who  shall  be 
general  field  missionary  within  our  Synodical  territory.  Feeling 
keenly  the  financial  responsibilities  upon  the  Synod  at  this  time 
and  the  support  of  efforts  undertaken,  and  not  being  able  at  this 
convention  to  take  up  the  matter,  we  recommend  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  look  into  the  advisability  of  such  an  office  and  to 
suggest  some  definite  plan  for  its  accomplishment,  their  report  to 
be  submitted  at  the  next  convention  of  this  body. 

3.  Your  committee  would  urge  the  passage  of  the  following 
recommendation:  "That  our  congregations  be  requested  and  urged 
to  send  to  our  Synodical  treasurer  at  the  first  of  the  incoming 
Synodical  year,  as  much  of  their  Synodical  apportionment  as  possi- 
ble, and  that  they  continue  to  do  so  at  regular  periods,  say 
monthly  or  quarterly,  until  all  is  forwarded,  in  prder  that  the 
financial  operations  of  the  Synod  may  be  conducted  strictly  on  a 
cash  basis."

Dear  Brethren: 

As  you  have  given  me  the  opportunity  to  present  the  work  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  in  an  address,  it  is  necessary  to  note 
only  a  few  leading  data  in  this  written  report. 

I  am  happy  to  note  an  increase  of  students  in  attendance.  Last 
year  I  had  to  report  an  attendance  of  eight.  This  year  we  have 
ten  students.  Five  entered  this  session.  If  we  can  get  five  or  six 
new  students  every  year,  I  think  we  can  take  courage.  The  stud- 
ents are  classified  as  follows:  Senior  2,  Middle  3,  Junior  5.  Four 
of  our  students  come  from  this  Synod,  and  five  are  graduates  of 
Newberry  College. 

The  health  of  professors  and  students  is  excellent  and  the  work 
within  the  Seminary  is  progressing  very  satisfactorily.  The  fin- 
ancial condition  of  the  Seminary,  as  appears  from  the  report  of 
the  treasurer,  is  good,  but  we  are  still  dependent  upon  the  appro- 
priation of  the  United  Synod,  which  we  trust  you  will  approve 
with  your  wonted  loyalty  and  liberality.

1.  On  page  20,  resolution  2,  certain  days  were  recommended  to 
our  churches  to  be  set  apart  for  receiving  offerings  for  the 
Synod's  Home  and  Foreign  work.  Were  those  days  observed  by  our 
congregations'? 

2.  On  page  36,  resolution  1,  the  treasurer  of  this  body  was  in- 
structed to  pay  two  hundred  ($200)  dollars  on  the  Synod's  out- 
standing indebtedness.    Was  this  done? 

3.  On  same  page,  resolution  2,  certain  officers  of  synod  were  in- 
structed to  fund  the  Synod's  outstanding  indebtedness  at  the 
lowest  possible  rate  of  interest.    Was  this  done? 

4.  Same  page,  resolution  3,  instructions  were  given  that  all 
funds  within  the  bounds  of  our  territory  whether  intended  for  the 
South  Carolina  Synod  and  her  institutions  or  the  United  Synod  of 
the  South  and  her  institutions  be  sent  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
South  Carolina  Synod.    Was  this  done?

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

1.  Activity  in  Christian  Work.  Our  pastors  are  unanmious  in 
reporting  favorably  under  this  rubric.  Nevertheless,  the  reports 
indicate  that  in  nearly  all  congregations  commendable  activity  is 
shown  by  only  a  part  of  the  membership.  It  is  greatly  to  be  de- 
sired that  all  our  members  should  lay  to  heart  the  apostle's  com- 
mand that  they  be  careful  to  maintain  good  works. 

2.  Attendance  on  Services.  Concerning  this  rubric  our  pastors 
make  gratifying  reports  in  regard  to  the  morning  service.  There  is, 
however,  general  complaint  that  the  second  or  evening  service, 
wherever  held,  is  poorly  attended.  There  is  need  of  earnest  pray- 
er that  our  people  be  so  inspired  with  the  spirit  of  devotion  as 
gladly  to  avail  themselves  of  all  the  occasions  and  privileges  of 
worship. 

3.  Benevolence.  It  is  truly  gratifying  to  remark  the  steady 
growth  which  is  being  made  in  this  department  of  church  work 
and  life.  The  Synodical  apportionments  are  fully  met  by  an 
increasing  number  of  our  congregations,  and  appeals  for  special 
objects  are  more  widely  and  liberally  responded  to.  It  is  a  cause 
for  especial  Thanksgiving  to  God  that  the  effort  to  lift  the  debt 
which  rests  on  our  Orphan  Home  is  nearing  a  successful  comple- 
tion and  that  the  movement  to  raise  a  $25,000  fund  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  school  in  Japan  has  had  so  auspicious  a  beginning  and  is 
making  such  gratifying  progress. 
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4.  Sunday  Schools.  While  no  great  increase  in  tHe  number  of 

teachers  is  noted,  still  the  children  of  the  church  are  receiving 
instruction  in  the  things  concerning  the  kingdom  of  God  which  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  Sunday  school  to  impart.  It  is  much  to  be  de- 
sired that  lessons  in  benevolence  be  taught  in  our  Sunday  schools 
by  both  precept  and  practice,  that  the  children  be  trained  to  give 
and  thus  be  made  to  abound  in  this  grace  also. 

5.  Catechization.  Almost  without  exception,  a  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  Catechism  precedes  the  reception  of  applicants  into 
full  communicant  membership.  The  rule,  however,  that  none 
should  be  confirmed  except  catechumens  who  have  been  duly  in- 
structed in  the  word  of  God  and  the  doctrines  of  our  church,  is  one 
rule  which  may  very  well  dispense  with  any  exceptions. 

6.  Finance.  While  the  financial  condition  of  oar  churches  is 
mainly  favorable,  it  is  a  question  whether  their  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures are  not  less  than  they  ought  to  be.  It  could  be  desired 
that  salaries  of  pastors  and  some  other  expenses  should  be  larger 
than  they  are,  and  that  a  greater  liberality  should  be  developed  to 
meet  the  gTeater  outlay. 

7.  Church  Property.  Our  people  seem  to  take  a  reasonable 
pride  in  keeping  their  church  property  in  good  repair.  The  church 
buildings  are  ample  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  congregations.  Sev- 
eral new  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the.  past  year  and 
there  is  good  prospects  that  several  new  buildings  will  be  erected 
during  the  coming  year.  The  attention  of  our  pastorates  is  direct- 
ed to  Chapter  XI,  Article  6  of  the  Constitution  of  Synod,  which 
declares  that  "each  pastoral  charge  should  have  a  parsonage." 

8.  Education.  In  this  enlightened  and  advanced  age,  education  is 
a  prime  necessity,  essential  to  usefulness  and  success.  Our  Luth- 
eran people  are  not  unmindful  of  this  fact  and  are  not  backward 
in  this  respect.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  some  places  education- 
al facilities  are  lacking  in  so  for  as  elementary  education  is  con- 
cerned, but  it  is  a  cause  for  sincere  Thanksgiving  that  in  Newber- 
ry college  the  youth  of  our  church  have  every  facility  and  oppor- 
tunity to  secure  a  broad,  liberal,  christian  education. 

9.  Church  Literature.  In  this  department  there  is  on  all  sides 
room  for  improvement.  The  Lutheran  Church  Visitor  should  have 
a  larger  circulation,  and  books  of  Lutheran  authorship  and  publi- 
cation, setting  forth  the  history,  doctrine,  and  devotional  spirit 
and  life  of  our  church,  should  be  more  generally  read.

In  the  light  of  the  Sabbath  morning,  ''beautiful  and  bright,"

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AFTERNOON  SERVICE. 

Four  O'clock. 

The  children's  hour  was  introduced  with  the  spirited  sing- 
ing of  the  bright  Sunday  School  songs  that  they  love  and  sing 
so  heartily. 

Because  of  the  indisposition  of  Miss  Bertha  Diemmer,  who 
was  to  have  made  the  address  of  welcome  at  this  time,  Pastor 
.Derrick  extended  the  welcome  of  the  congregation  to  these 
young  workers. 

The  response  was  very  sweetly  spoken  by  Miss  Willie  Mae 
Wise,  who  reminded  the  older  workers  that  Jesus  had  said 
^'Feed  my  Lambs,"  and  made  earnest  appeal  that  the  children 
might  be  "fed"  at  this  "Convention  feast"  with  the  food  which 
would  make  them  grow  strong  in  the  Master's  service. 

An  exercise  of  recitation  and  song  was  given  by  the  "little 
ones"  of  the  local  society  and  Sunday  School,  in  the  simple 
childish  way  that  always  impresses  the  heart  with  the  force  of 
the  divine  truth,  "of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  heaven."

To  you  we 
give  it.    See  that  it  fulfuls  its  beautiful  mission. 

Our  annual  programs  are  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  and  will 
be  sent  out  to  our  societies  in  a  few  weeks.  Let  us  make  good  use 
of  them  this  year. 

Our  Missionary  department,  in  the  Lutheran  Church  Visitor 
goes  quietly,  steadily  onward  doing  immeasurable  good. 

Tidings  in  its  bright  irresistable  way  brings  Japan  to  us  and 
us  to  Japan,  spread  tidings  far  and  wide. 

Executive  Committee's  Work. 

Our  Executive  Committee  met  at  the  hospitable  home  of  our 
Vice-President,  Mrs.  M.  S.  Habenicht,  May  16th  and  17th.  There 
we  locked  forward  to  the  meeting'  of  the  United  Synod  at  Dallas, 
with  its  all-day  missionary  meeting  July  11th,  and  its  meeting  of 
the  women  July  12th,  planning  as  well  as  we  could  to  cooperate 
with  all  the  women  of  our  Southern  Lutheran  Church. 

We  also  planned  for  cur  Convention,  our  Kindergarten,  our 
Week  of  Prayer  and  for  organizing  more  Children's  societies. 

For  our  Kindergarten  we  gladly  accepted  the  enlarged  work 
needing  $12  50  per  month  instead  of  $12  50  as  at  the  first  of  the 
vear. 

We  again  selected  sometime  in  Lent,  as  the  most  suitable  time 
for  the  Week  of  Prayer  in  our  societies,  expressing  a  decided  hope 
that  wherever  possible  it  be  observed  the  first  week  in  Lent. 

Finance. 

In  accordance  with  our  usual  custom  one  half  of  our  funds  goes 
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to  our  work  in  Japan  and  one  half  to  our  work  in  the  Southland. 

In  regard  to  the  foreign  money,  we  recommend  that  as  former- 
ly $733.34  be  given  towards  the  support  of  our  Missionary,  Rev. 
C.  L.  Brown. 

The  remainder  to  be  given  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  to  use 
at  their  discretion. 

In  regard  to  the  Home  Missionary  money  we  recommend  that 
$350  be  given  to  the  United  Synod  work  just  as  formerly. 

After  meeting  this  responsibility  we  recommend  that  any  re- 
maining sum  be  given  to  the  S.  C.  Synod  for  the  Home  Mission 
work. 

Interstate  Work. 

Two  years  ago  we  were  trying  to  secure  an  interstate  committee. 
One  year  ago  we  secured  that  committee. 

Today  we  have  not  only  one  interstate  committee,  but  several; 
for  we  have  one  interstate  organization,  The  Woman's  Missionary 
Conference,  organized  at  Dallas,  N.  C,  July  12th,.  1906.  In  view 
of  this,  we  thank  God  and  take  courage — courage  to  "  attempt 
great  things  for  God"  and  to  " expect  great  things  from  God." 

At  the  Woman's  Missionary  Conference  resolutions  affecting 
our  Synodical  Society  were  passed  as  follows : 

A.  That  Christmas  Day  be  adopted  as  a  day  for  the  women  of 
the  United  Synod  to  make  a  special  offering  to  the  $20,000  Fund. 

B.  That  we  observe  the  first  day  of  Lent  as  a  day  of  special 
united  prayer." 

C.  "That  we  observe  daily  the  noon  hour  of  prayer." 

We  call  upon  all  of  our  S.  C.  Societies  loyally,  earnestly,  to  car- 
ry out  these  express  wishes  of  our  Woman's  Missionary  Confer- 
ence. 

It  was  further  resolved,  "That  the  Conference  put  itself  on  re- 
cord as  in  favor  of  our  Sunday  Schools  setting  apart  the  1st  Sunday 
of  each  month  as  a  time  for  developing  Missionary  interest." 

Let  us  in  S.  C.  awake  to  the  vast  opportunities  in  our  Sunday 
Schools. 

"One  more  days  work  for  Jesus 

One  less  of  life  for  me, 
But  Heaven  is  nearer 

And  Christ  is  dearer 
Than  last  year  now  to  me." 

In  closing  my  report  for  this  year,  I  urge  that  all  join  together 
earnestly  in  the  prayer  that  God  give  to  all  Christian  workers 
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everywhere,  Himself,  with  nothing-  in  our  hearts  or  lives  to  hin- 
der the  working  of  His  glorious  power,  that  so  all  others  through- 
out the  world  may  know  Him  whom  to  know  aright  is  life  eternal 
and  to  God  be  all  the  glory.

ited the  churches  in  Lexington  County.  We  are  glad  that  quite 
a  number  of  societies  are  strong  and  active,  the  monthly  programs 
in  Tidings  are  freely  used ;  and  we  hope  to  have  the  reports  of  the 
individual  societies  read  before  the  Convention  or  at  least  tabu- 
lated.

In  a  good  many  Sunday  Schools,  missionary  work  is  taken  up 
(nee  a  month  or  at  least  once  a  quarter,  the  offerings  for  that  day 
going  to  missionary  funds,  this  movement  is  spreading  over  the 
church  of  all  denominations,  and  we  hail  it  with  joy,  it  means  the 
greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number,  because  in  this  way  schol- 
ars and  young  people  are  reached  who  are  not  yet  connected  with 
the  missionary  circles.  Thus  larger  interest  is  aroused  among  all 
children,  larger  offerings  go  to  our  Board's  treasuries,  and  the 
Children's  Society  in  each  church  may  be  enlarged  and  fitted  for 
more  usefulness  in  the  Lord's  vineyard. 

One  great  trouble  and  hindrance  we  have  had  to  contend  against 
during  this  year  is  the  limited  intercourse  between  secretaries  and 
societies,  as  we  are  becoming  better  acquainted  with  each  other  we 
pope  this  state  of  affairs  may  be  improved,  and  I  beg  of  all  the 
delegates  here  present  to  do  what  they  can  to  ameliorate  this  con- 
dition. 

And  now  a  few  words  to  Band  Leaders:

"If  we  would  pray;  Thy  King- 
dom Come,  with  intelligent  sympathy,  we  must  have  knowledge 
of  what  that  petition  implies,"  and  here  in  this  book  are  present- 
eel  to  us  the  most  attractive  means  to  impart  that  knowledge,  and 
as  Miss  Belle  Brains  charming  book:  Fuel  for  Missionary  Fires, 
which  was  given  to  each  of  our  Women's  Societies  a  few  years 
ago,  has  been  the  means  of  getting  many  a  missinary  torch  aglow, 
so  we  wish  and  hope  that  this  book  may  become  a  pillar  of  light 
to  our  Children's  Leaders.  And  above  all  may  each  leader  ask 
herself  this  year:

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What  have  I  planned  for  His  Kingdom  here? 
What  have  I  given  of  the  wealth  He  gave? 
What  have  I  learned  of  His  power  to  save? 
What  have  I  done  that  Japan  may  see 
What  Jesus  did  when  He  died  for  me  ? 

There  are  excellent  Sunday  School  Libraries  recommended  in 
the  Manual  and  I  will  close  our  report  with  the  question:  What 
about  a  travelling  library  for  children's  Societies?  If  possible 
let  us  have  it.

In  connection  with  this  discussion  Mrs.  Weltner  called  at- 
tention to  the  circulating  Libraries,  now  at  the  service  of  the 
societies,  and  urged  that  they  be  kept  moving  at  a  lively  rate. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Greever,  editor  of  The  Lutheran  Church  Vis- 
itor, presented  in  a  most  forcible  way  the  claims  and  the  pos- 
sibilities of  the  publication  cause  in  our  Southern  church. 
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Rev.  C.  L.  Brown,  our  missionary  on  furlough  from  Japan 
brought  to  the  convention  glad  tidings  of  the  work  across  the 
sea. 

Rev.  T.  B.  Epting  spoke  most  interestingly  and  earnestly 
of  the  mission  church  at  Florence,  S.  C,  and  Dr.  S.  T.  Hall- 
man,  our  missionary  of  the  Piedmont  made  most  earnest  and 
pathetic  appeal  for  the  section  he  so  ably  represents ;  especial- 
ly the  proposed  "Woman's  Memorial  Church"  at  Spartanburg, 
S.  C,  where  the  situation  is  deeply  encouraging  and  the  pro- 
gress very  gratifying.  Other  advisory  members  of  the  con- 
vention spoke  cheerfully  of  the  conditions  of  the  home  work. 
These  talks  were  all  highly  gratifying  and  were  a  source  of 
inspiration  and  more  ardent  endeavor.

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON. 

Three-thirty  O'clock. 
Rev.  P.  D.  Risinger  opened  this  session  with  scripture  read- 
ing and  prayer.  Minutes  of  morning  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  unfinished  work  of  the  forenoon  was  taken  up  and 
Mrs.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps.  Historian,  presented  the  following  re- 
port : 

The  following  was  read : 

HISTORIAN'S  REEPORT. 

The  work  of  one  decade  has  passed  into  history  and  thanking 
God  and  taking  fresh  courage  we  take  up  the  larger  opportunities 
which  that  "sowing  time"  has  made  possible. 

Literature. 

A  history  of  the  past  year's  work  and  workers  was  prepared 
by  the  historian  but  owing  to  liinderances  in  the  way  of  the 
printers  this  work  has  been  greatly  delayed  and  cannot  yet  be 
had. 

The  annual  programs  have  been  arranged  for  and  with  the  ac- 
companying readings  are  a  helpful  addition  to  the  Literature  of 
the  Society. 

Three  new  tracts  have  been  submitted  and  accepted  and  are 
now  in  process  of  publication.  They  are  entitled  respectively — 
"Love's  Offering,"  "Aunt  Dinah's  Starry  Crown"  and  "The 
Heart's  Awakening."  A  new  Tract  for  the  children  has  also  been 
written  by  Mrs.  C.  E.  Weltner. 
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Progress. 

There  is  undoubted  progress  along-  all  lines  of  work.  The  finan- 
cial offering's  creep  up  substantially.  New  Societies  are  report- 
ed from  time  to  time  and  there  is  each  year  a  deeper  interest  in 
the  cause. 

The  most  hopeful  sign  of  advancement,  perhaps,  was  the  gen- 
eral organization  of  the  Lutheran  workers  of  the  Southland, 
which  was  effected  at  Dallas,  N.  C,  July  12th,  1906.  At  this  time 
representative  workers  met  and  organized  a  Missionary  Confer- 
ence; the  same  to  meet  every  two  years  at  the  time  and  place  of 
the  United  Synod.  Its  aim  is  to  unite  the  workers  more  thorough- 
ly and  in  this  way  to  strengthen  and  advance  the  work. 

A  missionary  exhibit  has  been  prepared  by  Mrs.  E.  C.  Cronk, 
of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  can  be  had  on  application  by  complying  with 
certain  conditions  which  she  will  make  known.  This  exhibit  is 
truly  creditable  and  can  be  made  a  most  wonderful  agent  in  en- 
gaging interest. 

The  kindergarten  work  undertaken  by  the  children  has  develop- 
ed their  work  and  is  most  joyfully  contributed  to. 

The  Forward  Movement  is  yet  far  below  its  high  ideal,  but  it 
has  wonderfully  developed  the  work  and  promises  to  lead  to 
larger  liberality  and  to  educate  in  voluntary  offerings  to  the  cause. 

And  now  with  the  history  of  the  woman's  share  in  the  training 
school  for  Japan  still  trembling  in  the  balance  and  stimulating 
us  to  renewed  energy  and  effort  the  greatest  possible  need  of  the 
present  is —

Mrs.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps  asked  permission  to  speak  briefly  of 
the  immediate  need  of  the  children  in  our  Orphan  Home  at 
Salem,  Va.,  of  certain  garments  which  the  ladies  present  were 
asked  to  make  and  forward  without  delay. 

By  special  resolution,  the  first  Monday  in  December  was 
made  the  "work  day"  for  the  Forward  Movement,  the  proceeds 
of  which  is  to  be  made  an  offering  to  this  fund. 

With  the  work  of  the  convention  fairly  disposed  of,  the  con- 
vention enjoyed  with  the  keenest  possible  relish  the  treat  which 
had  been  reserved  for  the  last,  the  contribution  to  the  exer- 
cises of  this  period  made  by  our  missionary  and  his  family.
